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GEOCACHING IN THE SHUSWAP

Eric Jensen and | were recenily discussing the relatively new (2000) activity of geocaching. This outdoor activity 
involves the locating of hidden caches, which may contain treasure, using a hand held GPS (Global Positioning 
System) device. A person first visits a computer geocaching site for an area they wish to search in (check out 
www.geocaching.com and enter your postal code). After signing up the person is given the GPS coordinates of 
hidden caches in the area selected. The person then uses their GPS device to arrive at the given site and then 
attempts to locate the cache which, if it contains treasure, can be as small as a jam jar or sandwich container 
(there are micro and nano size caches that only contain a rolled up paper log). Once the cache is discovered the 
object is to sign the log book, remove a treasure from the cache and replace it with one of your own treasures of 
equal or greater value. Then it is back to the website to log that you have found the cache. The person that origi- 
nated the cache, as well as other geocachers, can then see the accumulated history of who has visited the site. 
The cycle goes on and on for as long as the originator (who can be anyone from the general public or a geocach- 
ing club) ensures that the cache remains active and does not have any issues such as water ingress or gone 
missing. The treasure has the potential to pass through many hands before ending up in some private collection. 
Geocachers refer to this treasure as SWAG (stuff we all get). Eric commented that perhaps a geocache might be 
a way to promote the hobby of wooden money collecting. We thought one possibility would be to issue a wooden 
token featuring the Associations name address and internet site. | advised | was aware of treasures consisting of 
geocoins and | also knew that some geocoins were wooden. This is as far as our conversation got as Eric was 
heading out on his bike to do some geocaching. 


| subsequently opened a package received from Jim Smith of Woodencoin.com. The package contained eight 
wooden coins including five coins commissioned by Community Futures of Salmon Arm, B.C. Jim said the coins 
were ordered to promote the sport of Geocaching in the Shuswap area of British Columbia. Jim advised that 200 
sets of 5 coins were manufactured. The coins are apparently made of Beetle Kill Pine Wood, are 42 mm in di- 
ameter and 4 mm thick. Jim advised he does not have any coins available but otherwise did not comment on 
availability. Photocopies of the woods are attached. All five coins feature a common reverse. 


Jim also advised the contact for the issuer is: James Gjaltema, Community Futures — Shuswap 250-833-3111. 
James Gjaltema advised “The coins are being placed in geocaches and many are already in circulation. We only 
have 10 complete sets left. We may be able to sell some if there was interest. | have heard of a fair amount of 
custom wooden coins but as far as | know we are the first to do a series”. 


James did not advise what the asking price might be. 


James Gjaltema also provided the following information on Pine Beetle wood. 


Pine Beetle Wooden Coins 

Around British Columbia the tiny pine beetle has had an enormous impact on our forests. You have probably no- 
ticed a significant amount of dead trees. The interior of British Columbia has an abundance of mature lodgepole 
pine which is prime habitat for these insects. Beetles live beneath the bark and cut off the tree’s supply of nutri- 
ents, eventually killing it. They also carry a fungus which stains the wood blue or grey. Despite the discoloration, 
the wood remains as structurally sound as pine that has not been attacked and can still be used for high-quality 
products.

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The beetle is not a new to the area, however beetle populations in many parts of the province have increased to 
epidemic levels due to warmer temperatures over the past few years. 


The infestation has peaked and is now slowing down, but the dead stands of pine pose a significant fire risk and 
safety hazard to populated areas. 


In an effort to recover economic value from mountain pine beetle-attacked timber and to speed regeneration of 
affected areas, allowable annual cuts have been increased. In addition many new uses are being developed to 
extend the period of time that forest products can be manufactured from beetle-affected wood. 


The unique wood, often with a visible tinge of grey or blue, is being used for custom furniture and other applica- 
tions. Shuswap GeoQuest has created a series of 5 wooden coins made from surplus pine, killed by the beetle. 
These coins will be placed in geocaches around the Shuswap region. Look for a new design for Summer, Fall, 
Winter and Spring.
